A lopning,that the Statute made in the fift yeere of her Pateſties Reigne foꝛ the 
= £2 reltraint thereof,be put in due execution by the way of Inquiſition, and charge 
of Juries, oꝛ by any other good meanes, both within the Citie and all other pla⸗ 
tes requiſite within the Realme, and this to be executed with moze diligence 
t thenheretofozeithathbene. 
JR L 2 And foꝛthe better knowledge ofthe trueth of thele diſoꝛders, and redꝛeſſe 
ofthe intonuenientes the layd Juries ſhall call befoze them, and ſend foꝛ any of the Seruants of any 
Inholders, Uictuallers, Tauerners, and Keepers of Oꝛdinarie Tables, and ſuch other that vtter 
Auctuals, to examine them vpon their toꝛpoꝛall othes,what fleſh is oꝛ hath bene during the Lent ſea- 
ſon,d:eſſed, killed vttered oꝛ eaten in their houles, which ifthey ſhall refuſe to doe, then they ſhal make 
inowen the ſame to the Alderman oꝛ his Deputie of that Ward, who ſhall commit to pziſon the ſayd 
ruants, ſo refuling vpon their othes to detlare the trueth. 
3 And becauſe a great part ofthe diſoꝛder groweth by the Butchers of the City of London, and al⸗ 
pofthe Countrey,that kill ſecretly and bzing Fleſh to the City: It is oꝛdered that there ſhall be onely 
fire Butchers licenſed by the Lozd Maioꝛ within the City of London, and foz the liberties thereof, viz. 
chꝛee in Eaſtcheape, and thꝛee in S. Nicholas Shambles, who ſhalbe ofthe poozer ſoꝛt, and ſhall not 
gay any thing foꝛ their licenſes,no2 ioyne with them any partners. 
4 That euery ofthe ſaid Butchers ſo to be licenſed within the City, bee ſtinted not to kill weekely 
- F abone the number oftwentie ſheepe, twentie talues and twentie lanibes, and to vtter and ſell the ſame 
ntheir open ſhops in ſuch ſoꝛt, as in open time they are accuſtomed to doe, and at ſuch rates and pꝛizes 
as hall be ſet downe by oꝛder ofthe Lozd Matoz of London foꝛ that Citie and the liberties thereof. 
And beſides every oneofthem ſhall keepe a perfect booke, what Fleſh they kill euery day, and to what 
verſons they ſell and vtter the ſame, and be bound in a ſufficient Bond with good Surettes to her Ma⸗ 
eies vſe, to obſerue theſe Oꝛders in euery reſpect, | 
„ That there be licenſed only to kill and vtter fleſhin the Suburbs ofthe ſaid City, as in the Coun- 
tes of Middleſer and Surrey neere vnto London, onely ten Wutchers to be licenſed by the Juſtices 
within the ſeueral limits, whereof two to be ofthe Quorum, that is, two without Temple Barre in the 
] "pariſh of S. Clement Danes, two without SmithfieldBarres in thepariſh of S.Pulchers,o:Clarke- 
5 fonwell,o2 one ofthem,one in u3hitecrolſle ſtreete, one in Nozton Folgate, one in White Chappell, one 
"MF in S.Katherines,two in SouthWarke,and foz the City of Weſtminſter and the libertiesthereoftwo 
MB Butchers to be litenſed by the chiefe Officer of that liberty. And thole to be as is befoꝛe expꝛeſſed foꝛ 
che ſayd Citie and the liberties, of the poozer ſoꝛt inhabiting in thole places, and to be litenſed without a⸗ 
ny monep oz other conſideration to be giuen foꝛ the ſame, and to be bound in the like Bond and Conditi⸗ 
ons. and to oblerue the like Oꝛders in euery reſpett as thole that are to be appointed foꝛ London, and 
the layd Clerke of the Market, Offiter and Juſtice, there to ſee them, and to ſet the pꝛiʒes ofthe victu- 
das to be vttered in thole parts. | :

. That the Loꝛd Maioꝛ himlelfe ſhal grant no warrant foꝛ buying of fleſh in Lent, but to ſuch as 
hall haue oꝛ ſhew to him licence in wating attoꝛding to the Lawes of the Kealme, to eate ſleſh, and 
be lame litente to be viewed and regiſtred, dy ſome two meete perſons to be appointed foꝛ this pur⸗ 
ole by the Loꝛd Matoz, and Bookes to be kept thereof, to be ſhewed further when the ſame ſhall be 
eauired , vnleſſe it be to Embaſſadours and Agents of foꝛraine Pꝛintes, to whom notwithſtanding

zj That the Loꝛd Maioz ſhall now pꝛeſentiy befoze Lent, oꝛ at the beginningthereof, cauſe all 

mne holders. Table keepers,Uictualers, Alehouſe-eepers, and Tauernoꝛs within the City and li⸗ 
derties thereof, to appeare befoꝛe him, oꝛ ſuch perſons as he ſhall appoint mecte ſoꝛ that purpole, and 
hal taue Bonds with Suerties of euery of them, in good ſummes ot money, viz. one hundꝛed pound 
hePzincipall, and the Suerties thirtie pound a piete to her Maieſties vle, not to dꝛeſſe any fleſh in 
theirhouſes this Lent time foꝛ any reſpett, noꝛ ſuffer it to be eaten, it be fo: ſome ſuch perſon that 
eth in their houſe, and that alſo hath Licence thꝛough ſickeneſſe. oꝛ other neceſſary cauſe to eate fleſh. 

Bonds ſhall be taken alſo of the Poulters, not to vtter any Poultry ware, but to ſuch as ſhall be like⸗ 
viſe licenſed to eate fleſh , and = ſuchas will not giue ſuch Bonds, that they be ſetluded from all vt- 

terante o Ulictuall during the Lent ſeaſon excepting thoſe Poulters _ doe ozdinarily ſerue her Ma- 

ieſties houſholde, of whom like Bondes ſhall be taken by her Maieſties Officers ofthe Greenecloth. 

Thelike bonds with Suretiesſhalbe taken ofthe like perſons, vpon like penalties, by the chiefe Offt- 

ter of weſtminſter and the Liberties thereof. 

14 And foꝛ the Butchers and others that come with Uittuals of fleſh out of the Countrey to the Ci⸗ 
tie, the L. aioꝛ ſhall cauſe certaine perſons to watch at the Gates, and other like places in the Sub- 
urbes where fleſh may be bꝛought in, to vie we and ſearch, and to intercept the lame. The Carriers ot 
theſaid victuals ot fleſh, if any ſhalbe taken, to be guided to the perſons houſes that haue Litente, with 
regard therein not to be abuſed, and this watch to be continued dayly during the whole time ok Lent, 
and if any ol theſe Watchmen be found — — and coꝛrupt in his charge, then hee to be tommitted to 
pulon, there to continue during the whole Lent, And in 3 ſame ſhall bee found to be bꝛought to 
any perſon not warranted 02 litenſed to eate it as is afozeſayd, then the ſame to be foꝛtaited and ſolde at 
tht | memo fo2 the vſe ofthepooze, inthe Hoſpitals and Pziſons in the Citte, and the 
"V2iigers to be impꝛiloned. 

1 13 And fo: that it is to bee doubted that the Fiſhmongers bponthe obſeruation ofthe ſayd ©2ders, 
will take occaſton thereby to inhanle the pzizes as well or Freſh,asof Sea fich, it is thought meete that 
the Lozd aioꝛ ſhall take oꝛder with the ſayd Fiſhmongers, that as well the Salt as Freſh fiſh, ſhall 
ve vttered at reaſonable pꝛizes. | 

is Anditisowderedthat no Butchers ſhall kill any Beeues, but ſuch as ſhall bee ſpetially licenced 
thereunto without any fraud, foꝛ the furniſhingof ſuch Ships as ſhall be lawfully imploped by Sea, 
either in the way of Traffique, oꝛ other wiſe. 

i / Futther allo, that a true Certificate be weekely made by the Loꝛd Maioꝛ, and by him ſent to the 
Loꝛds and others of her urge pam Counſell,enery Saturday within the Lent time, ofthe iuſt 
number of Muttons, Ueales and Lambes, which are weekely killed within the Citie andliberties 
thereof, that their Honozs may know whether the pzopoztion allowed and ſet downe to be weekly kil⸗ 
ld dy lutt Butchers as are licented to kil Fleſh,beduly oblerued. Ehe like Certificate is to be made by 
the head Officers,oz ſuch other as are appointed to keepe oꝛder in the out plates. The like Certificate is 
to be made and deltuered in, of all Inneholders, Table keepers, Uictuallers, Alehouſe keepers and 
e who ſhallbe found todzeſle, eat, 02 ſell Fleſh within their houles, contrary tothe Oꝛders 
A e . 

N And as theſe Oꝛders are expzeſly deuiled to be executedin the City of London and plates nere to 
he ſame lo 2 Mateſties Neaſure and tommaundement is, that the execution of thele, o like Oꝛders 
- beperfozmed by the commandementofher Mateſties Lieutenants, to be ſent to the YulticesofPeace 
ln all Shires within their Rule, and to all other Officersin Townes cozpozate, oz in any Liberties,
